SUFFRAGE IN JAPAN. 


Question ol Reforming the. 
: Upper Chamber. 

Mr. Egi Chiyuki, 2 member of 
the Sawa-kai in the House of 
Peers, asys that the chjef point of 
discussion conceroing universal 
suffrage has. hitherte bean the 
proper time for its adoption.

GENERAL CHAN’S VIEWS.

The interview with General 
Chan King-ming which we were 
sble to publish last evening 
agrees in Jarge moasure with the 
views attributed fo him by his 
brother in the report which we 
pablished on Saturday. Briefly, 
General Chan favours reunifica- 
tion along the lines of s federn- 
tion of autonomous provinces’ 
taking the United States a3 5 
model. Thisisio harmony also 
with the circular issued by 
Genera! Chan spoa reunification, 
which we noticed ia this column 
as few weeks ago. Oa that oc- 
casion we rernarked that, while 
Genoral Chan's -road scheme 
appeared to be well-framed,.the 
position was left open for the 
provinces to retain Iarge armed 
forces on their own account, 
notwithstandiag that General 
Chan’s progranime purported to 
give the Central Goveromant 
control of military affairs. » Per- 
hapa that was due to a defect 
of translation. Obviously, vitsl 
issues binge. upon this point; 
indeed, the whole question of the 
government of the Republic may 
be ssid to pivot upon it. When 
the Central"Government, follaow- 
ing the defext of Chang Tso-lin, 
announced a scheme of provin- 
cial autonomy, several Tochons 
signified theie approvel until 
they realised the limitation im- 
posed upon their personal power 
by the transference of military 
control to the Centrat Govern- 
ment. Itis well, therefore, to hear 
General Chan expressing himself 
Central Government possessing 
control over military forces. 
“ OF sourse,” General Chan said 
to the interviewer, “he believed 
ins stroog Central Government 
having command over all the 
military affeirs and ‘exercising 
its jurisdiction iaternally acd in 
fordign matters.”
